In the intense firefight, some terrorists infiltrated in to 
Goalta forest. 

At 0500 hours on 07 June, Major Vijayant tracked the terrorists and at 1140 hours engaged them in a fierce firefight. 
While closing in with the terrorists, first scout of the patrol Rifleman Raj Paul got injured. Under heavy volume of fire from 
the terrorist, the officer unmindful of his personal safety, crawled forward and pulled his colleague almost 30 meters in an 
undulating ground behind cover. The terrorists continued to engage the patrol with heavy fire. Undeterred, he regardless of 
personal dangers, carried out hot pursuit of escaping terrorists. Displaying tactical acumen and extraordinary physical 
courage, he moved forward and engaged the fleeing terrorist and thus prevented their escape. The officer motivated his team 
to continue search of terrorists for next 48 hours under adverse weather conditions. His perseverance fructified on 09 June at 
1345 hours when the terrorists were sighted again. In ensuing firefight, officer dashed forward, unmindful of terrorist’s 
heavy fire and lobbed grenades while firing on them. In this daring act he neutralized one terrorist. However, the second 
terrorist charged towards the patrol and came face to face with the officer and during the fight Major Bist eliminated him at 
point blank range.

Karamdih, Nawarnagu and Khamikhas under PS-Chhipadohar, Distt-Latehar. This area has strategic importance due to its 
location being in the border areas of Chhattisgarh and Jharkhand. The hilly terrain, rough gradients, steep cliffs overlooking 
distant places, dense vegetation with tracts of broken land, perennial flowing Koel river makes the area tough and challenging 
for conducting operations there into. However, the above difficulties couldn’t deter the pathos of the troops. An operation 
was planned by the 209 CoBRA and State Police to nab the Maoists. To carry out this daunting & challenging task, the 
responsibility was assigned to two Strike Groups and one SAT (Special Action Team) of 209 CoBRA under over all 
supervision of Shri Kamlesh Singh, Comdt. Strike - I; led by Shri Rajwinder Singh AC and Strike - II; led by Shri Vikash 
Jakhar, AC (Each Strike team with 49 Commandos) were tasked to hit the target area whereas SAT U/C Shri Avigyan 
Kumar, Dy. Comdt. with 14 Commandos was deployed at base camp to provide backup support and facilitate 
communication. 

As per the plan, both the Strikes and SAT left HQ Khunti on 21 November 2016 at about 1830 hrs and de-bussed at 
around 2330 hrs at the pre-decided place (Strike - 01 near Morwai Village and Strike -2 near Ladi Village). SAT was placed 
at Labhar CRPF base camp. After de-bussing, the troops advanced towards target area cautiously, to avoid the early warning 
systems and maze of IEDs planted. On 22 November 2016 at around 09:30 hrs the scout group of Strike-II, led by SI/GD 
Md. Riyaz Alam Ansari, observed some suspicious movement of around 08-10 people crossing the North Koel river from 
North to South at a distance of approx. 700 meter from their position and same was communicated to team commander Shri 
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Vikash Jakhar, AC, who, in turn, corroborated the facts using binocular and spotted the suspects; wearing the black uniform 
and carrying arms. He immediately alerted the troops and formed a small team of selected 12 commandos to intercept the 
suspects. Shri Vikash Jakhar, AC with his 11 intrepid troopers rushed towards the Maoist’s position without caring for 
impending threats. On reaching the spot, the team tactically covered the area and searched it thoroughly. During the search, 
troops spotted some tell-tale signs of Maoists presence and traces of momentary halt of 10-15 men. Shri Vikash Jakhar, AC 
communicated the developments to Commandant-209 CoBRA and took a tactical halt for the night in between North Koel 
River and Vill - Karamdih with the troops. 

The developments were indicative of a possible encounter with the Maoists. Shri Vikash Jakhar, AC, sensing the 
gravity of the emerging situation, made a plan to nab the Maoists. He formed 3 teams from the available strength of the 
strike-II; two teams to search the area between the village and river and one team to cover the rear flank. Accordingly, the 
two teams started searching the area at around 0430 hrs on 23 November 2016 as planned. One team u/c Shri Vikash Jakhar, 
AC was searching the eastern side area whereas the second team U/C Prateek Gulia at the western side. At around 0730 hrs, 
the Scout group, led by SI/GD Md. Riyaz Alam Ansari with two commandos, slightly veered into the river bed, approx. 30 
meter inside from the forest patch, when they came under a heavy volley of fire. As was expected, Maoists probably had 
noticed the presence of SFs and were prepared to attack them, Maoists, from their well-occupied defense, opened 
indiscriminate fire upon the troops from another side of the river. With sharp reflexes, SI/GD Md. Riyaz Alam Ansari and 
his fellow troops saved themselves and immediately took the position in the sand pits. SI/GD Md. Riyaz Alam Ansari 
quickly retaliated to the Maoists firing giving the Maoists lesser opportunity to cause any damage to SFs. Meanwhile, Shri 
Vikash Jakhar, AC spotted 04 Maoists, who were firing from behind the sand dune in the midst of the river. He challenged 
the armed Maoists to surrender, but they increased the volume of fire. Finding no other option troops also retaliate with 
directional fire in self-defense. Simultaneously, the situation was communicated to base camp. 

SI/GD Md. Riyaz Alam Ansari was retaliating the Maoists firing but was in critical situation and Shri Vikash Jakhar 
led his troops to attack the Maoists from the left flank and directed to Shri Prateek Gulia to cover the right flank, countering 
Maoists offensive. Troops were moving through the open patch of the riverbed and thus having no cover from the bullets. 
Death was flying all around in form of volleys of bullets and could get any of the brave troopers at any moment. The situation 
was lethal. However, defying all the threats, brave troopers led by Shri Vikash Jakhar, AC advanced towards the Maoists 
position to support their scout group. 

Seeing the troops encircling them, the Maoists started firing on both the flanks and pushed the SFs in a dicey 
situation as they were having no cover from bullets due to being in open patch. Undeterred to the odds, and sneering all the 
risk aside, Shri Vikash Jakhar, AC, with his brave troopers, reached close to the Maoists from the left flank and launched an 
aggressive onslaught. Around this time, getting support from both the flanks, SI/GD Md. Riyaz Alam Ansari with his scout 
group charged on the Maoists and advanced towards them using fieldcraft. Soon these Maoists were encircled, with 
retaliatory fire from the both flanks and front direction as well. This audacious action of the troops forced the Maoists to 
retreat from their position.

Riyaz Alam Ansari 
with his scout group continued their frontal attack on the Maoists who were retreating in front of them. The fearless attack 
by SI/GD Md.

Finding SFs close to their position, Maoists lobbed a hand grenade towards Shri Vikash Jakhar, AC, which blasted near him. 
The projectiles just missed their target and troops had a miraculous escape. Coming out of the shock of the grenade blast, 
Shri Vikash Jakhar charged on the Maoists at a close quarter without giving them any further opportunity. The ferocious 
assault devastated the Maoist’s defense and silenced their actions. They started fleeing from their fortified defense. The 
troops chased the fleeing Maoists. Intermittent firing continued for around 90 minutes. Finally, sensing the extreme 
aggression and counter-offensive of the troops, the Maoists fled away taking the cover of the thick forest, leaving behind 
their dead cadres, a huge cache of explosive/arms/ammunition and their belongings. A thorough search of the encounter site 
led to the recovery of 6 dead bodies, 7 weapons and a lot of assorted ammunition. Interrogation report of surrendered 
Maoists & interception by IB Ranchi confirmed the killing of one more lady Maoist namely Anupriya of Vill - Kumari, PS- 
Bishupur, Distt- Gumla in this encounter.

3. TA-42759Y CAPT PRADEEP SHQURY ARYA, 106 INFANTRY BATTALION TERRITORIAL ARMY 

(PARA) ATTACHED WITH 4 th BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL FORCES) 

[Effective date of the award: 28 May 2017} 

Captain Pradeep Shoury Arya was commissioned into 106 Infantry Battalion Territorial Army (PARA) on 
20 November 2009 and was attached with 4 th Battalion, The Parachute Regiment (Special Forces) since 14 August 2015 on 
special intelligence and clandestine tasks. 
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Captain Pradeep was the mission leader tasked to create an effective vibrant intelligence network and indigenous 
assets both within hinterland and along the line of control at Baramula district of Jammu and Kashmir for breaking tanzeem 
networks in North Kashmir. 

On 28 May 2017 his assets informed of a probable infiltration of a Border Action Team which include both Lashkar- 
e-Taiba and Special Services Group personnel opposite own general area Chabuk in 19 Infantry Division Area of 
Responsibility, who were tasked to carryout direct action on own posts and possible beheading of own troops. Acting swiftly 
Captain Arya organized a counter Border Action Team and stealthy inducted his team at the forward Line of Control post in 
12 Infantry Brigade to intercept-cum-ambush them in the likely infiltration route ahead of the Anti Infiltration Obstacle 
System. 

At approximately 2230 hours on 28 May 2017, Captain Pradeep while sitting his troop detected move of 4-6 
terrorists moving 200 meters ahead in the nallah. Fearing the terrorists might slip away using the moon less night and dense 
jungle foliage, the officer showing pre-eminent valor moved ahead with his buddy in the mined area to intercept them and 
immediately initiated a firefight. In the ensuing contact the terrorists sub divided and a group of three terrorists started 
engaging the officer with heavy PIKA & UBGL fire. Displaying intrepidity at the risk of his life and cold nerves he closed in, 
and sited himself over a fallen tree overlooking the terrorists and killed one terrorist. This audacious move made the other 
terrorists panic and they started firing indiscriminately towards his buddy who was sited below the tree. Sensing grave 
danger to his buddy’s life. Captain Pradeep Shoury Arya showing heroic initiative and inspirational combat leadership ran 
ahead from his concealed position, unmindful of his own safety and came directly in contact with the two terrorists in the 
foliage whom he shot at a very close quarter range of 5 meters. This lead to panic in the other group which was subsequently 
neutralized in the killing area by Remote Control Improvised Explosive Devices. 

Captain Pradeep Shoury Arya displayed audacity in the face of terrorists’ fire and extraordinary valor in placing self 
in face of death, beyond call of duty. 

4. 13630400Y PARATROOPER MANCHIJ, 12 th BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 

FORCES) 


{Effective date of the award: 06 June 2017} 

Paratrooper Manchu deployed in Tizit, Mon District (Nagaland) was part of Mobile Vehicle Check Post (MVCP) in 
general area Tizit on 06 June 2017. 

Based on input regarding move of suspected cadres of NSCN(K) and ULFA(I), combined column under Major 
David Manlun and Capt (Now Major) Nitesh Kumar moved out to establish a MVCP. At approx 06 June 2017 at 2200h two 
Auto Rickshaws sped past MVCP and on being pursued by own squad in Gypsy came to sudden halt. The terrorists 
dismounted and opened heavy fire and lobbed grenades on own party. In the ensuing fire fight Major David and two other 
ranks were critically injured. Paratrooper Manchu in spite of being severely injured, moved towards the terrorists under 
heavy fire and brought down effective fire and enabled elimination of three terrorists. Due to grenade blast he was grievously 
injured in both eyes and shoulder. Despite bleeding profusely he pulled back Major David and Paratrooper Akumchung to 
safety. 

Paratrooper Manchu displayed raw courage, presence of mind under heavy fire, initiative and determination of very 
high order and saved lives of his fellow squad members. 

5. 5047762N HAVILDAR RABINDRA THAPA, 4/1 GORKHA RIFLES 

{Effective date of the award: 07 June 2017} 

Havildar Rabindra Thapa is the post commander of Kilo III stop of the Sangam Complex along the Line of Control 
in Kupwara District of Jammu & Kashmir. 

On the night of 07 June 2017, while an intense Cease Fire Violation was in progress, Havildar Thapa continued to 
scan the area ahead with a Hand Held Thermal Imager and identified movement of four to five terrorists who were across the 
Anti Infiltration Obstacle System. He immediately alerted his Platoon Commander and commenced recording of the 
movement of the terrorists. 

Once the terrorists had crossed though being under heavy fire, he resited himself without fear for his own safety and 
sprung the opportunity ambush thereby eliminating one terrorist. 


As the other two terrorists started fleeing he continued to bring down effective fire due to which one terrorist took 
cover of a fallen tree. Havildar Rabindra Thapa crawled and moved to one Hank from where he was able to bring down 
effective fire on the hidden terrorist thereby eliminating him. 
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Havildar Rabindra Thapa displayed courage, bravery and high awareness levels leading to the elimination of two 
terrorists. 

6. 9109592Y LANCE NAIK BADHER HUSSAIN, 4™ BATTALION THE JAMMU AND KASHMIR LIGHT 

INFANTRY 

(Effective date of the award: 07 June 2017} 

On 07 June 2017 at 0500 hours, Lance Naik Badher of Charlie Company was the leading scout of the search party 
into Goalta Forest at Uri district of Jammu and Kashmir. 

Persistently searching trails of terrorists at 1140 hours, he spotted terrorists and immediately warned his party. 
However, in the ensuing firefight, Rifleman Vijay was severely injured. Sensing danger to his buddy he exposed himself, 
unmindful of his personal safety, he continued maintaining his position and brought down heavy volume of fire on terrorists, 
enabling others to pull back his buddy to safety but terrorists managed to escape. Undeterred, he continued hot pursuit and 
was part of search for trail of terrorists on 08 June. On 09 June at 1345 hours, when terrorists were sited again, he established 
a stop and displaying nerves of steel, brought down accurate fire on them, killing one terrorist on the spot while severely 
injuring second terrorist, hiding behind a log. Displaying raw courage, he crawled forward and at point blank range killed the 
second terrorist. 

Lance Naik Badher Hussain displayed gallantry and courage beyond call of duty in saving life of his buddy and in 
eliminating two terrorists. 

7. SS-44764Y CAPTAIN ABHINAV SHUKLA, 2 nd BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 
FORCES) 

{Effective date of the award: 24 June 2017) 

Captain Abhinav Shukla was part of the team tasked to clear the DPS Srinagar building at Badgam district of Jammu 
and Kashmir where two fidayeen terrorists were hiding after attacking a CRPF convoy. During close recce the officer was 
injured with grenade splinters. Despite the injury the officer volunteered to lead his squad into the 450 roomed school 
building and in a daring feat while displaying exemplary leadership was the first to climb into the complex, covering an 
approximate height of 40 feet while firing on the move. 

While clearing the top floor Captain Abhinav Shukla drew accurate fire from the fidayeen terrorist from a close 
distance, injuring him with a laceration. Unmindful of his injury and oblivious to the pain he continued to fire accurately on 
the fidayeen. In the resulting close quarter fire fight the officer personally eliminated one hardcore fidayeen terrorist Abu 
Huraira, Category A+. Refusing to be evacuated and unmindful of personal injuries Captain Abhinav Shukla continued to 
guide his men and provided accurate fire support which led to the successful elimination of the second terrorist. 

Captain Abhinav Shukla displayed gallantry, indomitable courage and leadership resulted in successful termination 
of a highly complex and difficult operation. 

8 . 13625628L NAIK NARENDER SINGH, 9™ BATTALION THE PARACHUTE REGIMENT (SPECIAL 
FORCES) 

{Effective date of the award: 24 June 2017} 

Naik Narender Singh was part of the troop deployed along the Line of Control at Rajouri district of Jammu and 
Kashmir to prevent unprovoked enemy attacks and infiltration in Noushera Sector. 

On 25 June 2017 at 0445 hours, movement of heavily armed hostiles along the Line of Control was picked up by 
own troops. The troop immediately launched to cut off and intercept the hostiles. On challenging them the hostiles opened 
indiscriminate fire and scattered in the dense bush. As the gun fight raged, own squad came under intense fire from a group 
of three hostiles hiding behind the rocks. Realising the grave threat to own troops, Naik Narender displaying superlative 
battle craft, closed in with the hostiles and lobbed grenades to flush them out. Finding themselves cornered, the hostiles 
rushed out firing and lobbing grenades simultaneously. Undeterred by the fire, Naik Narender maintained his composure and 
shot one hostile dead and grievously injured other two at close quarters. The enemy intercepts later confirmed the hostiles as 
their soldiers. 

Naik Narender Singh displayed unparalleled devotion to duty, unflinching resolve and exceptional battle craft while 
single handedly eliminating one enemy soldier and grievously wounding two. 
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9. IC-76020F CAPTAIN ROHIT SHUKTA, THE RAJPUT REGIMENT/44 th BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

{Effective date of the award: 03 July 2017) 

Captain Rohit Shukla had been continuously tracking terrorist groups from the last two months. His untiring efforts 
bore fruits when on 03 July 2017 he was able to generate a specific intelligence regarding presence of 03-04 terrorists in 
village Bamun, in Pulwama District of Jammu and Kashmir. Officer acted swiftly and reorganized his team from an ongoing 
operation in another location. To maintain surprise and speed, he quickly moved from previous operation site in a civil 
vehicle. 


On reaching village Bamun, Captain Rohit Shukla displaying presence of mind, quickly appreciated the situation 
and made necessary changes in his plan and stealthily laid a quick cordon around suspected house. At 0740 hours, he 
challenged three persons moving out of the house to ascertain their identity. These persons initiated heavy volume of fire. 
Unmindful of his personal safety, Captain Rohit Shukla engaged the terrorists by accurate fire thereby killing one of the 
terrorist and injuring another while third terrorist escaped to a cluster of houses. Showing indomitable spirit and raw 
courage. Captain Rohit closed in with injured terrorist and showing excellent tactical acumen, he directed MGL fire on the 
hiding terrorist, thus, forcing the terrorist to change his location. Captain Rohit took aimed shot at the running terrorist and 
neutralized him. 

Subsequently, during the search for the third terrorist, Captain Rohit’s party drew fire from the terrorist and a 
grenade hurled by terrorist injured Captain Rohit in his leg. Despite being injured and bleeding he continued directing fire 
and in the highest traditions of the Army, personally led the evacuation of his team from the target house complex. Thus 
saving lives of own personnel. 

Captain Rohit Shukla displayed indomitable courage, initiative and bravery resulting in elimination of two hardcore 
terrorists. 

10. 2691007Y HAVILDAR MUBARIK ALI, THE GRENADIERS REGIMENT / 55 th BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

{Effective date of the award: 30 July 2017} 

On generic input regarding movement of terrorists in general area Tahab at Pulwama district of Jammu and 
Kashmir, a battalion level cordon and search operation was launched in Tahab on 30 July 2017 at approximately 0300hours. 
Havildar Mubarik Ali was the Quick Reaction Team Non Commissioned Officer (NCO) of his company, search commenced 
at 0515 hours. 

At approximately 0850 hours, the NCO observed movement of two suspicious personnels in a bylane, taking cover 
NCO challenged these suspected personnels, the two immediately fired back at the NCO, who displaying raw courage under 
heavy terrorists fire effectively retaliated back and thereby eliminated one of the terrorists on the spot. The second terrorist 
took cover and started firing on the NCO. With the aim of effectively engaging the terrorist, NCO with utter disregard to 
personal safety, under heavy terrorist fire crawled and changed his location. In this process he got gun shot wound, however, 
displaying exemplary junior leadership and courage beyond the call of duty, Havildar Mubarik Ali surprised and neutralized 
second terrorist. 

Havildar Mubarik Ali displayed exemplary junior leadership and courage beyond call of duty which resulted in 
elimination of two hardcore terrorists. 

11. IC-76619P MAJOR AKHTT RAJ RV, THE GRENADIERS REGIMENT / 55™ BATTALION THE 

RASHTRIYA RIFLES 

{Effective date of the award: 01 August 2017} 

On 01 August 2017, at approximately 0200 hrs. Major Akhil Raj RV generated input from his sources regarding 
presence of hardcore Lashkar-e-Toiba terrorists Abu Dujana {Category A++) and Arif Nabi Dar (Category A) in a house in 
village Hakhripur at Pulwama district of Jammu and Kashmir. Displaying tactical acumen of highest order meticulously 
planned the operation and established a fool proof cordon with stealth and surprise. 

With total disregard to personal safety, the officer carried out reconnaissance amidst heavy terrorist fire for 
deploying his rocket launcher detachment, subsequently destroying the dominating terrorists from close range, the officer 
crawled through a breach created into the target house, displayed raw courage and exceptional reflex firing skills to eliminate 
one terrorist. Major Akhil displaying fearlessness and nerves of steel deliberately moved out of cover to distract attention of 
the second terrorist so that he could be neutralized from a different direction by another party. 

Major Akhil Raj RV displayed exemplary leadership, raw courage, fearlessness in face of intense firing and 
gallantry beyond call of duty resulting in elimination of two terrorists. 
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12. 903038-L SERGEANT KHAIRNAR MILIND KISHOR, INDIAN AIR FORCE (GARUD) (POSTHUMOUS) 

{Effective date of the award: 11 October 2017} 

903038-L Sergeant Khairnar Milind Kishor, Indian Air Force (Garud) was enrolled in the Indian Air Force on 
10 December 2002. He was posted to a Garud Special Forces Unit since 01 July 2017 and was performing the duties of 
Senior Non-Commissioned Officer in-charge of the unit. 

Sergeant Khairnar Milind Kishor was deployed with Rashtriya Rifles in Counter Insurgency role in Bandipora 
district of Jammu and Kashmir since 28 July 2017. Based on specific intelligence input about the presence of a group of 
terrorists, a cordon was laid on the night of 10 October 2017 for search operations on the outskirts of Hajin village. Sergeant 
Milind was in the inner cordon as stop party towards the rear of the target house. 

On 11 October 2017, at 0440 hrs, a group of five to six heavily armed terrorists charged out of their hiding place 
firing automatic weapons and grenades directly towards the position held by Sergeant Milind. Sergeant Milind retaliated by 
firing back at the terrorists and pinned them down with his accurate fire. However, due to the intense and concentrated fire 
from automatic weapons and grenades lobbed by terrorists. Sergeant Milind was hit by flurry of bullets and shrapnel. In spite 
of being grievously injured and being under heavy fire, the air warrior disregarding his personal safety held his position and 
maintained precise fire and cut off the escape route of the terrorists. With the escape route blocked, terrorists resorted to 
indiscriminate firing and closed-in towards Sergeant Milind. In the resulting close quarter fight. Sergeant Milind shot down 
one terrorist and grievously injured another. However, due to dense and persistent firing by the surviving terrorists, Sergeant 
Milind was hit by bullets and was critically injured. He was evacuated to a Base Hospital, where he succumbed to his 
injuries. Sergeant Khairnar Milind Kishor displayed bravery of the highest order and in this confrontation lead the attack 
against the terrorist. 

Sergeant Khairnar Milind Kishor displayed indomitable spirit, exceptional courage and disregard of personal safety 
in fighting with the armed terrorists and made supreme sacrifice for the nation. 


13. 905119-N CPL NILESH KUMAR NAYAN, INDIAN AIR FORCE (SECURITY) (POSTHUMOUS) 

{Effective date of the award: 11 October 2017} 

905119-N Corporal Nilesh Kumar Nayan, Indian Air Force (Security) was enrolled in the Indian Air Force on 29 
March 2005. He was posted to a Garud Special Forces Unit since 01 July 2017 and was performing the duties of Non- 
Commissioned Officer in-charge of the unit. 

Corporal Nilesh Kumar Nayan was deployed with Rashtriya Rifles in Counter Insurgency role in Bandipora district 
of Jammu and Kashmir since 28 July 2017. Based on specific intelligence input about the presence of a group of terrorists, a 
cordon was laid at night on 10 October 2017 for search operations on the outskirts of Hajin village. Corporal Nayan was in 
the inner cordon along with his track leader as stop party towards the rear of the target house. 

At 0440 hrs on 11 October 2017, five to six heavily armed terrorists charged out of their hideout, firing with 
automatic weapons and lobbing grenades directly towards the position of Corporal Nayan. Corporal Nayan was quick to 
respond and retaliated by heavy and accurate fire thereby containing the terrorists and preventing their escape. During the 
ensuing gun battle, his track leader was injured by bullet and shrapnel. He provided covering fire to ensure the safety of his 
comrade. The terrorists now directed massive fire towards his position due to which he was hit by a volley of bullets. 
However, Corporal Nayan displayed exemplary courage and in the highest traditions of military, held his ground. In spite of 
serious injuries, he killed one terrorist. The remaining terrorists now closed-in on to his position and directed all firing 
towards him. In the consequent battle with the escaping terrorists, Corporal Nayan fired at another terrorist and injured him. 
However in the melee, he suffered fatal bullet injuries and attained martyrdom. During the mission, Corporal Nilesh Kumar 
Nayan displayed extreme valour, highest order of camaraderie and with total disregard to personal safety made the supreme 
sacrifice for the nation. 

Corporal Nilesh Kumar Nayan displayed valour, determination and highest order of camaraderie in fighting with the 
terrorists and made supreme sacrifice for the nation. 

14. 924566-R CORPORAL DEYENDRA MEHTA, INDIAN AIR FORCE (SECURITY) 

{Effective date of the award: 18 November 2017} 

924566-R Corporal Devendra Mehta, Indian Air Force (Security) is on the posted strength of a Garud Flight with 
effect from 04 July 2017 and is performing the duties of Non-Commissioned Officer in-charge of the unit. 
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Corporal Mehta was attached for active counter insurgency operations with Rashtriya Rifles Battalion under the 
aegis of ‘Op Rakshak’ in Jammu & Kashmir since 23 August 2017. On 18 November 2017, based on specific tech 
intelligence, an offensive was launched jointly by the Garud detachment and RR in Chanderger village of Bandipora district 
in J&K. The Garud detachment covertly approached the target house where the suspected terrorists were hiding and laid a 
close quarter ambush. Corporal Mehta was assigned the role of buddy of LMG man. He exhibited exceptional situational 
awareness and effective combat skills while deployed in the cordon. He helped establish a speculative and deadly field of fire 
with his buddy, thereby sealing the likely escape routes of the terrorists. While the detachment laid in wait, six terrorists 
hiding in the house, rushed out, shooting and lobbing grenades at the Garuds. Corporal Mehta demonstrated indomitable 
courage by retaliating with effective, accurate lethal fire and gunned down one category ‘A’ terrorist. To counter other 
advancing terrorists, he readjusted his arc of fire and provided cover to the LMG man, being fully aware of the risk of being 
exposed to automatic gunfire. Corporal Mehta disregarding personal safety, displayed indomitable courage while assisting in 
the evacuation of his buddy Corporal Nirala who was critically injured in the gun fight and took over the LMG to retaliate in 
order to neutralise the six terrorists. 

Corporal Devendra Mehta displayed exceptional courage in fighting with the armed terrorists.
